Appear- 
ing before the Senate Agriculture 
Committee, Chairman Lyman of the 
National Board of Farm Organiza- 
tions. and T. C. Atkesonm of the Na- 
tional Grange advocated the repeal 
of the Lever Faod Control_Act and 
the wheat guarantee. 

At the conclusion of the hearing 
committee was so impressed 
Senator Norris, one of the 
members, announced he would in- 
troduce a Lill to. repeal beth the 
Food Control Act and the wheat 
guarantee. The extension of the 
Food Control Act was one of Pres- 
ident Wilson's specific recommen- 
dations. 

Restrictions of grain prices are 
“robbing the farmers of a billien 
dollars," Mr. Atkeson told the com- 
mittee, 

“We are oposed to price fixing of 
all kinds.” he declared. “If Con- 
gress would remove al! limitations 
on prices and wipe out restrictions 
on exports the price of wheat would 
go to $4 or $6 a bushel.” 

LEAGUE ADVOCATES ELATED. 


League of Nations advocates were 
elated with the President's address, 
Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska, the 
administration leader in the Senate, 
saying: “Il am enthusiastic about it. 
I was particularly interested about 
what he sald of the giecessity for 


we can get down to settled condi- 
tions. I believe it. It will have 
the effect of speeding up the rati- 
fication of the peace treaty.” 

Senator Brandegee of Connecticut, 
one of the strongest opponents of 
the league, viewed’ the President's 
speech in this light: “The President 
has taken an unfair advantage of 
the high cost of living issue and is 
endeavoring to use it to force 
through the League of Nations.

Cleared that existing laws were in- 
adequate and that high priges were 
not justified by shortage of supplies, 
present or prospective, but were cre- 
ated in many cases “artificially and 
deliberately” by “vicious practice.” 
The President recommended that 
the food control act be extended to 
- peace-time operation and that Con- 
grease exclude from imterstate as 
well as intrastate shipment goods 
which did not comply with its pro- 
visions. 


The President also recommended 
that the food law be provided with 
@ substantial penalty for profiteering 
and that a cold-sterage law be en- 
acted modeled after the law in New 


Jersey by which a time be 
placed on cold . He also 
recommended that. all goods re- 


leased from cold storage be marked 
with the price prevailing when they 
went into storage. He further rec- 
emmended thaf goods in interstate 
eommerce be marked with the prices 
at which they left the producer. It 
would serve as a useful example, 
the President suggested, if Congress 
enact jon to control the sit- 
“ation in the District of Columbia 
where it has unlimited authority. 
Purther. the President recom- 
mended a Federal licensing system 
for corporations engaged in inter- 
which would em- 


titive selling “and prevent uncon- 
stionable profits in the method of 
marketing.” He urged prompt 
passage of the law pending to con- 
trol security tasues.

we can confine ourselves to detailed 
measures of this kind, i¢ it is in- 
deed our purpose to assume national 
control of the processes of distri- 
bution. I take it for granted that 
that is our purpose and our duty. 
Nothing } will suffice. We need 
not hesitate to handle a national 
question in a national way. We 
should go beyond the measures I 
have suggested. We should formu- 
late a law requiring a Federal li- 
eense of all corporations engaged 
in interstate commerce and em- 
boedying in the license or in the con- 
ditiona under which it is to be is- 
sued, specific segulations designed to 
secure competitive selling and pre- 
vent unconscionable profits in the 
methods of marketing. Such a law 
would afford a welcome opportunity 
to effect other much-needed reforms 
in the business of interstate ship- 
ment, and in the methods of cor- 
porations which are engaged in it; 
but for the moment I confine my 
recommendations to the object im- 
mediately tn hand, which is to low- 
er the cost of living. 

“May I not add that there fs a 
bill now pending before the Con- 
gress which, if passed, would do 
much to stop speculation and to 
prevent the fraudulent methods of 
promotion by which our people are 
annually fleeced of many millions 
of hard-earned money.

We should go forward 
with confidence along the road we 
see, but we should also seek to com- 
prehend. the whole of the scene 
amidst which we act. There is no 
ground for some of the fearful 
forecasts I hear uttered about me, 
but the condition of the world is 
unquestionably very grave and we 
should face it comprehendingly. 
The situation of our country is ex- 
ceptionally fortunate. We, of all 
peoples, can afford to keep our 
heads and to determine upon mod- 
erate and sensible courses of action 
which will ensure us against the 
passions and distempers which are 
working such deep unhappiness for 
some of the distressed nations on 
the other side of the sea. But we 
may be involved in their distresses 
unless we help and help with 
energy and intelligence.

EXTEND FOOD CONTROL 


Let me urge tn the first place, that 
the present food control act should 
be extended both as to the period 
of time during which it shall re- 
main in operation and as the com- 
modities to which it shall apply. Its 
provisions against hoarding should 
be made to apply not only to food, 
but also to feedstuffs, to fuel, to 
clothing and to many other com- 
modities which are indisputably 
necessaries of life. As it stands 
now it is limited in operation to the 
period of the war and becomes in- 
operative upon the formal procia- 
mation of peace. But I should 
judge that it was‘clearly within the 
constitutional power of the Con-' 
grees to make similar permanent 
provisions and regulations with ro- 
gard to all goods destined for in- 
terstate commerce and te exclude 
them from interstate shipment if 
the requirements of the law are not 
complied with. Some such regula- 
tion is tmperatively necessary. The 
abuses that have grown up in the 
manipulation of prices by the with- 
holding of foodstuffa and other 
necessaries of life cannot otherwise 
be effectively ‘prevented. There 
can be no doubt of either the neces- 
sity or the legitimacy of such meas- 
ures. May I not call attention to 
the fact, also that although the 
present act prohibits profiteering, 
the prohibition Is accompanied by 
no penalty. It is clearly in the pub- 
lic tnterest that a penalty should he 
provided which will be persuasive.

sale. 


PARCELS POST ADDED. 


The price tables include the price 
Per can or individual unit in each 
case and algo the price per case 
or larger container. It also shows 
the grose weight per can and per 
case in order that the public may 
arrive at the price they would have 
to pay by adding parcel post rates 
from the nearest distributing point 
to the home of the consumer to 
f.0.b. prices quoted. . 

Municipal selling agencies wil! 
compute freight charges on these 
shipments to be added to the price 
quoted by the War Department. On 
the parcels post distribution, no or- 
ders will be received direct by the 
War Department, but only through 
the Postoffice Department, which 
will requisition the supplies by case 
or larger package, the postmasters 
in turn breaking these shipments up 
into unit packages of a single can 
or several cans. 

Sales to municipalities at the few 
prices will begin as soon as the sur- 
plus property Officers at the various 
zone supply offices and depots have 
received the quotations made pub- 
lie today.

PLAN CAMPAIGN ON 
PROFITEERS IN FOOD. 


DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE TO 
WORK EFFECTIVELY ON A 
TERRITORIAL BASIS. 


Preliminary to placing facts be- 
fore the Federal grand jury, which 
convened yesterday, United States 
District Attorney O'Connor yester- 
day called a conference of all local 
agents of the Department of Justice 
and others in the local office to out- 
line a plan of campaign for the com- 
ing prosecutions on the parm of the 
government for violations of the 


Food Control Act. This confer- 
ence was attended by two men as- 
signed to aid the government by 
Diet.-Atty. Woolwine. 

The entire Southern California 
district was divided into territories 
and different agents were assigned 
to various sections with instructions 
to handle certain phases of the in- 
vestigation. Divisions were made 
as follows: To investigate com- 
plaints against retailers, wholesal- 
ers, middlemen, truck grower and 
farmer, manufacturefs and combina- 
tions in restraint of trade. 

The grand jury met in the after- 
neon and the plans were outlined 
to that body by Mr. O’Connor and 
Mr. Lawson. The grand jury was 
reported to have considered plans 
for the campaign against profiteers 
and food hoarders and combinations 
in restraint of trade. It Wags re- 
ported that the body had consid- 
ered two indictments, but these 
were not returned. The indictments 
were said not to relate to the food 


investigation. 
NO CALIFORNIA LAWS 
TO CURB PROFITEERS. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL WRITES 
TO GOVERNOR THAT 1909 
LEGISLATURE KILLED IT.

Sir Regin- 
ald, however, denied that his re- 
turn to England had any  signi- 
ficance. He said that the trip would 
be made for a rest. 

The London dispatches stated also 
that the case of the Bahia Blanca 
had not yet been settled, according 
to the British Foreign Office. 
Meantime, the Argentine govern- 
ment is advertising for out-bound 
charters for the Bahia Blanca, an- 
nouncing she .will sail for Europe as 
soon as Congress approves the gov- 
ernment’s proposal to buy buriap for 
re-sale to Argentine farmers.

The castles In the Rhineland’s 
new provinces, such as those of 
Coblenz, Wiesbaden and Hanover, 
only are placed af. the dispodal of 
the Hohengollerns by the state. These 
will be used in the future for public 
purposes. 

For the maintenance of the entire 
royal family a sum will be paid in 
the form of indemnification. 

A large part of the art treasures 
of the royal family will be trans- 
ferred to the government.

“You will, of course,” sald the 
message, “take special note of the 
fact that the President takes the po- 
sition that there will be no further 
negotiations on questions of nation- 
al agreement and wage increases 
until such time as the men return 
to work. He further takes the posi- 
tion that until such time as men 
show proper regard for an 
obedience to the laws of their own 
organization it can not be expected 
that the Railroad Administration 
could proceed except when the busi- 
ness of these organizations is han- 
dled in an orderly manner. 

“The action of our membership in 
striking in violation of the laws of 
our organization has been detri- 
mental and embarrassing to your 
Officera in the handling of these 
negotiations. It is therefore plainly 
our duty to instruct every member 
now out to return to work at once 
in order that we may proceed with 
negotiations with the hope of secur- 
ing a satisfactory adjustment. Fall- 
ure of the membership to comply 
with these instructions will in our 
judgment impair the usefulness of 
our organizations as well as having 
a detrimental effect upon the entire 
labor movement. 

“We have no hesitancy in saying 
that we have abiding faith in the 
loyalty of the great majority of our 
membership and that they will im- 
mediately comply with the instruc- 
tions contained herein. This in- 
formation should be conveyed to 
the membership of all points.” 

ALLEGE DEFIANCE.

CHICAGO, Aug. 8.—Representa- 
tives of the six International or- 
ganizations of railway shepmen met 
here today to devise plans for get- 
ting all striking members of their 
unions to return to work. 

M. A. Maher, international vice- 
president of the International 
Brotherhood of Boilermakers, Iron 
Shipbuilders and Helpers of Amer- 
ica, declared all shopmen now on 
strike were participating in 4a 
“rump” movement not sanctioned 
by the international organizations, 
violative of the rules they them- 
selves had established governing 
strikes and tn defiance of the offi- 
cers of the unions. Mr. Maher as- 
serted the strike now on was pro- 
moted by radicals of the shopmen’'s 
unions, who favored the “one big 
union’’ movement, this being par- 
ticularly true, he said, of the present 
strikes on the railways in the North- 


John D. Saunders, secretary of the 
Chicago council of the Federated 
Railway Shopmen’s Union, announced 
today that the executive board of the 
organization was considertng Presi- 
dent Wilson's demand that the 300,- 
000 strikers return to work before 
their request for higher wages will 
be considered by the Federal gov- 
ernment. He said the executive 
board expects to reach a decision by 
6 o’clock tomorrow afternoon. 

FREIGHT IS CONGESTED. 

Freight traffic on nearly all lines 
continued to be hampered by the 
walkout of the shopmen. and it was 
asserted by railroad. officials that 
the notice to accept shipments “sub- 
ject to delay” would be changed into 
an absolute embargo on many com- 
mondities unless conditions improved 
shortly. 

Reports to the officials of the dis-

PREFERENCE TO JAPS. 


SENATOR PHELAN COMPLAINS 
TO DIRECTOR-GENERAL OF 
DISCRIMINATION. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 8.— 
Senator Phelan has written to 
Walker D. Hines, Director-General 
of Railroads, protesting against what 
he terms is the discrimination shown 
by the Santa Fe Railroad Company 
in favor of Japanese and against 
American workmen, according to a 
statement issued here tonight by a 
representative of the Senator. 

Senator Phelan, it was said, pre- 
viously had taken up the matter 
with Mr. Hines when he received 
protests against the alleged discrim- 
ination in vor of the Japanese 
workers ard was informed the 
Director-General would investigate 
the reported situation if specific in- 
stances of discrimination were sub- 
mitted. 

As a result, according to the 
statement, Senator Phelan has ob- 
tained affidavits from several per- 
sons in which they cite alleged in- 
stances In which the raflroad com- 
pany refused either themselves or 
other persons employment in pre- 
ference to Japanese. Senator Phelan’s 
letter to Mr. Hines, the statement 
asserted, was accompanied by a letter 
writtent by Emory Ulrich of Los 
Angeles, representing the “white” 
employees of the railroad company 
In Los Angeles, reporting alleged in- 
stances where men honérably dis- 
charged from service had been re- 
fused work and Japanese workers 
hired later. 


‘COURT IS ENJOINED 
IN YOLO WATER CASE. 


[BY A, P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
SACRAMENTO, Aug. 8 —The 8u- 
perior Court of Lake county will be 
enjoined, under an opinion of the’ 
Third District Court of Appeal, from 
proceeding under an action brought 
by the Supervisors, to prevent the 
taking of water from Clear Lake by 
the Yolo Water and Power Company. 
The irrigation of rice and alfalfa 
fields in Yolo county was at issue, the 
Yolo Company claiming that crops 
valued at $1,474,000 would be de- 


stroyed if pumping operation were 
forbidden. 

The District Court holds that the 
State Railroad Commission has ex-

STATING IRISH POLICY. 


PREMIER SAYS NEXT WEEK 
HE MAY FACE NATION WITH 
N

LON DON, Aug. 7.—8ir Donald 
McLean, Liberal, in the House of 
Commons, today raised the question 
of the Irish policy, saying he want- 
ed a discussion of it. David Lioyd 
George, the.Premier, in replying, ex- 
pressed the Lelief that a resolution 
now would not conduce to a favor- 
able settlement. He had an Irish 
policy tn view, he said, but realized 
that there existed fresh difficulties 
which might induce the government 
to modify or alter particular views 
they might hold. 

“Tt is not a credit to the coun- 
try that after hundreds of years of 
British rule in Ireland, we have 
failed to succeed in reconciling Ire- 
land to the partnership,” the Premier 
continued. “It is the business of 
statesmanship to bring that condi- 
tion of things to an end. The rule 
of force cannot be the last word.” 

The Premier admitted it was the 
business of the government to. pro- 
pound their scheme after careful 
consideration of ali the circum- 
stances. Replying to the Laborite 
suggestion of withdrawal of the 
troops from the, Premier 
thought Irishmen themselves would 
be the first to protest such a course. 
Law and ordes must be maintained 
and the government was responsible 
for preserving order. 

The Premier said he hoped next 
week or the following to submit to 
the House a general review of the 
industrial situation and policy, be- 
cause he wished to place the nation 
face to face with its responsibilities. 
The situation in many was 
abnormal and so grave that he 
feared it impossible to recover and 
re-establish things unless - 
Lody realized his responsibility.

GERMANS HARD. 


Says Supporters of Kaiserism 
Don’t Know Truth. 


Declares that “Germany Over 
All” has Ceased. ~ 


American Leader Dominates 
Unpleasant Situation.

AMSTERDAM, Aug. 3 (delayed.) 
~~-Today, the last day of the Inter- 
national Trades Union Congress, 
Witnessed one of the bitterest fights 
of the session. It saw the usual de- 
feat of the American delegation by 
the European combination. The 
session was made melodramatic by 
an exchange of violent and personal 
remarks between Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, and Cari Legien, presi- 
dent of the German Federation of 
Trade Unions. 

Legien began the row during a 
debate on a resolution defining the 
attitude of the congress toward the 
international conference of govern- 
ments, employers and labor to be 
held in Washington in October or 
November. 
Mr. Gompers opposed the resolu- 
tion as reported by the committee, 
ahd Legien in a speech replying to 
the American leader declared “those 
who vote against the demands in 
this resolution are voting for the 
employers.” 
GOMPERS HITS BACK. 
Mr. Gompers was on his feet im- 
mediately in reply to Herr Legien’s 
insinuation and in a voice trembling 
with suppressed indignation and an- 
ger thundered out: 
“I throw that remark back into 
his teeth and say that a man who 
would vote to support Kaiseriem in 
this war is the spokesman of Kaiser- 
ism, autocracy and militarism.” 
Legien interrupted Mr. Gompers 
by shouting out in German, “That 
is not true!" But Mr. Gompers, in 
no mood for back talk, replied in

FLEET PREPARES TO LEAVE 


Rodman Praises San Diego for its Warm 


SAN DIEGO. Aug. 8.—The Pa- 
cife Fleet tonight was making itself 
ready to leave San Diego at dawn 
tomorrow for Los Angeles. Ashore 
5000 or more officers and men on 
leave were bidding San Diego fare- 
well, after a two-day visit, during 
which all the city’s hospitality was 
showered upon them. In the har- 
bor and offshore rapidly blinking 
electric signals flashed between the 
ships, and wireless messages were 
being sent, giving last-minute in- 
structions before sailing from Ad- 
miral Hugh Rodman, commander- 
te comman@ers of the ves- 
sels. 

The thirty-six warships of the 
fleet will weigh Anchor or cast off 
from mooring of docks at 6 o'clock 
tomorrow morning. Eight hours 
later they will be at San -Pedro. 

San Diego's streets, places of 
amusement and parks were full to- 
day. Every sailor who could pos- 
sibly be spared from the fleet was 
allowed ashore, and they came in 
relays of hundreds for a few hours 
or for the day. as circumstances per- 
mitted their officers to allow. Other 
thousands of visitors were here 
from the fruit ranches, farms, towns 
and cities of inland Southern (Cal- 
ifornia. Every San Diegan,

The dreadnaughts will 
leave Los Angeles August 18 for 
Santa Barbara, where they will an- 
chor until August 24, and then pro- 
ceed to Monterey, remaining until 
the last day of the month, and then 
steaming for a point of rendezvous 
outside of San Francisco Bay, 
where they will join with the smaller 
battleships, destroyers and other 
units of/ the fleet and prepare for 
the review by President Wilson.

Pacific Fleet Probably Complete and 


SAN DIEGO, Aug. %.—Present 
position of warships to be added to 


rival on the Coast and other impor- 
tant data concerning the great ag- 
gregation of vessels were announced 
here today by fleet officers. 

The battleships Virginia and New 
Jersey are at the Boston navy yard 
and will not proceed to the West 
Coast until! late in October. None 
of the submarines slated for per- 
manent station in the Pacific have 
left the Atlantic although they will 
be under way soon. These ships 
will be based at San Pedro. 
Destroyers from practically every 
Atlantic and European port are en 
route to this port via the Panama 
Canal. It is expected the destroyer 
squadrons will not be available for 
mobilization for joint fleet maneuvers 
until the first of the year. Rear- 
Admiral E. H. Wiley will be as- 
signed to command the destrovers 
of the Pacific Fleet and probably 
wil] hoist his flag on the scout 
cruiser Birmingham when that ves- 
sel returns here from San Fran- 
cisco, September 15. 

The cruisers Chicago, Denver and 
Tacoma are at Amapala, Honduras, 
and will remain there for several 
weeks. 

The dreadnaught Tennessee, 
which replaced the Arizona in the 
Pacific dreadnaught squadrons, will 
not be placed in commission until 
late fall. 

Staff officeys announced today 
that target practice will not be 
started by the fleet unti] December.

ENT WILSON AND THE RAIL- 
ROAD SITUATION. 

When Edward N. Hurley retired last 
week as chairman of the Federal Shipping 
Board he was asked to tell the American 
people what, in his job, had impressed him 
most. Mr. Hurley replied: “The efficiency 
of private ownership and operation as com- 
pared with public ownership and operation; 
and I believe this lesson, as it is brought 
home more emphatically to the American 
people, will prove one of the greatest bene- 
fite we derived from the war.” 

“Developments of recent weeks are bring- 
ing that lesson home with in appalling 
force. In the midst of unprecedented pros- 
perity the railroads are more poorly 
equipped and the service is iess efficient 
than at any time in the history of private 
railroading in America. The public is pay- 
ing maximum prices for minimum service. 
The government has made such a mess of 
railroad operation that it will require rigor- 
ous legislation, months of time and proba- 
bly a Dillion dollars in money to restore 
their normal efficienc}) under private con- 
trol. 

Every industry that the government 
touched is demoralized. The wheat market 
has come to such a pass that growers are 
selling their crops to exporters at a price 
said to be often less than the government 
guarantee, for the express purpose of avoid- 
ing the interference of government agents. 
When private information reached Wall 
street from Washington Wednesday that 
the President was preparing a message ad- 
vising stricter regulation of the big indus- 
trial corporations there was a scramble to 
unload that broke the market worse than 
any break since the beginning of the world 
war. 

A part of it may bave been due to the 
short selling of 4 Democrats on an 
advance tip from one of the President's 
conferees—trecalling the Cleveland-Lamont 
scandal over tho Venezuelan message—but 
the bulk came from investors who were 
fully aware that the touch of the politician 
is deadly to industry. There was little vir- 
tue in the President's sending his message 
to Congress at 4 o'clock in the afternoon 
in order to cause the least cisturbance to 
industrial conditions, when its contents had 
been tipped off thirty-six hours in advance. 

Railway trainmen, shopmen and office 
men are making demands for further in- 
creases in pay before the roads pass back 
to private ownership. They threaten a gen- 
eral strike and are firm in the belief that 
the politicians are too weak to withstand 
the pressure. In short, they are actuated 
by the desire to continue the getting while 
getting is good. The President apparently 
sought to evade responsibility by asking 
Congress to take some action concerning 
wages for rallway employees. But the In- 
terstate Commerce Committee of the House 
promptly informed the President that he 
has assumed responsibility for the opera- 
tion of the roads under government control 
and must continue to exercise it. 

Meanwhile the publie must continue to 

the freight. The railroad tariff rates 

so high now that a number of California 
industries are badly crippled thereby: and 
every increase in pay for the railway em- 
ployees means higher freight and passenger 
rates. They have now reached a point 
where, if shipments from Mediterranean 
ports were normal, the oranges and lemons 
of California would be practically barred 
from the eastern markets. 

Frequently The Times has pointed out 
that the complicated machinery of industry 
is so delicately balanced that political in- 
terference is bound to lessen production 
and generally wrecks the machine. When 
the government took over the operation of 
the railways twenty months ago The Times 
warned its readers that they must be pre- 
pared for higher rates, lower efficiency and 
a general disruption of.industfial condi- 
tions. But we confess that we did not ex- 
pect the Democratic administration to make 
so sorry a mess of Federal operation as it 
has done. The railroads are in sugh a con- 
dition, both physically and financially, that 
their owners do not want to take them back 


until they have been restored to their pre-' 


war efficency. President Wilson sowed the 
wind and he is now reaping the whiriwind. 

It seemed to require an experiment which 
hae cost the American people wearly $1,000,- 
000,000 In taxes and a similar amount in in- 
creased freight and passenger rates to 
teach then that trained railroad men can 
manage railways better than trained politi- 
clans, especially those of the deserving 
Democrat breed. Government regulation, 
reasonably exercised, is necessary to the 
most efficient service; but government op- 
eration and control is suicidal to industry. 
Mr. Hurley said, in the course of the inter- 
view referred to above, that: 


The whole proposition of government 
ownership is fine in theory; in practice 
the push of individual energy is miss- 
ing. I don’t know a government-owned 
plant that produces more than two- 
thirds efficiency, and there are numer- 
ous examples much below this line. 

For the shipyards we furnished the 
capital, we guaranteed the wages, we 
provided the profits. What natura] in- 
centive was ‘there to keep the cost 
down. As we view the opposite condi- 
tions under which our industries have 
grown to their present vast extent, how 
could we look for efficiency under such 
a system? And if we had government 
ownership over the country, nationally, 
taking in all public utilities, the same 
results would follow. 

The country knows that the Wilson ad- 
ministration has brought us to this condi- 
tion of lessened production and inefficient 
distribution at a time of plenty; and the 
country looks to the government to pro- 
a way to get us out again. It will be 
for the President and his spokesmen 
denounce food speculators as long as 
to speed up production and 
distribution.

DISCUSSES RIOTS. 


Straight Talk to Negro Editors and 
to White Leaders—Practical 


Ideas. 


BY WILLIAM HOWARD TAFT. 

The nigration of southern ne 
groes to the northern cities, induced 
by the prospect of very high wages 
and stimulated by southern discrim- 
ination in educational facilities and 
in the administration of justice, has 
created 2 congestion and a lack of 
proper housing in such cities. Then 
the stories of the treatment of the 
colored troops in France, some of 
them unfortunately true, have been 
given widespread publicity among 
negroes in this country. Some of- 
ficial communication from American 
headquarters warning foreign of- 
ficers against social familiarity with 
American negro officers, though sub- 
sequently disavowed by the com- 
mander-in-chief, were printed and 
widely circulated by the colored 
press. Editorials dwelt on the heart- 
lessness of race prejudice which per- 
sisted even when negroes were shed- 
ding their life's blood for their coun- 
try and which even the government 
they were dying to save was encour- 


aging. 
Negro leaders are divided into two 
classes—there are those who 


feel 
as deeply as they can the injustice 
and heart arising from race 
prejudice, and they would restrain 
as far as possible by legislation and 
executive action such injustice. But 
they believe that the real way to 
ameliorate conditions is to educate 
the negro for life by vocational and 
character training and by thus in- 
creasing his value to his community 
and himself to moderate and net- 
tralize such prejudice. They preach 


and chitivate self-restraint by the | 


megro «nd self-betterment. They 
deprecate much. the inflaming of the 

of colored men against the 
white race, even when there are at 
hand well-established facts justify- 
ing indignation and a deep sense of 
wrong. 


There are others, educated men, 
who, with no restraint, have poured 
cut their agony of soul and sense of 
outrage in addresses and editorials 
and aroused their fellow-negroes as 
they never have been roused before. 
The lynchings, those horrible exhi- 
bitions of blood lust, inst which 
all good people are jo in appar- 
ently hopeless protest, have led to 
desperation among the blacks. The 
retired negro soldier, used to arms, 
returning from the war environ- 
ment, resenting the ingratitude he 
sees in all of this, is prompted to 
“direct action” to remedy his 
wrongs. He has heard much of “di- 
rect action” ‘rom other groups seek- 
ing redress of their grievances. The 
general unrest is in harmony with 
his impulses. 

On the other side, we have those 
who look with suspicion on any 


bor can be increased. The lower 
of intelligence ‘the 
stronger their feeling against a race 
they glory in calling inferior. ~ 

Then the minute there is an out- 
break the lawless and the criminals, 
coming out into the open like cack- 
roaches at night, join in the quarrel 
with avidity and divide by color. 
Thus the riot beginning in a single 
quarrel develops formidable propor- 
tions. Innocent people of both races, 
frightened by reports, arm them- 
selves for protection and we have 
a situation deplorable indeed. 

The evidence seems to show, as is 
usually the case, that in Chicago 
the whites were the aggressors and 
displayed man's inhumanity to man 
in stoning a negro lad into a watery 
grave because he had passed a sup- 
posed line of segregation between 
white and negro bathers on a city 

Soon, however, both sides 
were guilty of lawless assaults and 
murder. But of course the negroes 
suffered the more. They always do. 

Dr. Moton, the wise and able head 
of Tuskegee, anticipating the possi- 
bility of such distressing outbreaks, 
described, in a commencement ad- 
dress at Hampton last May, a state 
of things at Birmingham some 
weeks before. He said that rumors 
spread that the negroes of the neigh- 
borhood were getting arms and drill- 
ing with the purpose of attacking 
the whites on a certain Saturday 
night. It gave him and others great 
concern. They investigated. They 
could find no basis for the report of 
such a plan. But they did find that 
negroes and white men alike, stirred 
by the reports, were arming them- 
selves and that the supply of small 
arms and ammunition in the shops 
in Birmingham had been completely 
exhausted. A committee of leading 
white men and colored mien met and. 
did everything possible to allay 
alarm, and the dreaded Saturday 
night passed without incident or 
outbreak. 

The educated extremists among 
the negro leaders must certainly see 
that, however great the injustice 
done to their race due to blind pre}- 
udice, “direct action” is the worst 
possible remedy. The more white 
victims the greater the colored vic- 
tims will be, and in the end the 
feeling out of which this evil has 
come will be increased and the slow 
and steady improvement in the agri- 


negro shown by statistics will be 
obstructed. Such leaders should use 
every argument to quiet their fol- 
lowers and to condemn further law- 
lessness as an offset to white out- 
rage. ' Those who suffer from such 
riots are often, one might almost 
say usually, not participants in the 
fighting, but are «bystanders who 
happen to be i: the line of fire either 
through unwise curiosity or beeause 
they can't help it. Meantime, peace- 
able, law-abiding negroes are be- 
sieged in their own bouses where 
they, with difficulty, secure needed 
food and supplies or they go to their 
daily occupations at the risk of their 
lives. Negro houseowners are 
threatened with arson. 

These riots have a lesson which 
the whites should take to their 
souls. It is that each one of us has 
a responsibility to the community 
in dealing with our colored tellow- 
citizens. Every time a white man 
insults a negro, every time he con- 
veys by his conduct an overweening

There 
she met M. F. Clark, a shipyard 
worker, who had married a second 
wife and had children by both wives. 

Mrs. Kirkwood never returned -to 
Mono county, and it is alleged that 
Clark and Mrs. Kirkwood traveled 
together 58,000 miles. At any rate 
they both sued for divorces in Kan- 
sas City. She obtained her decree 
July 1, 1918, and he got his decree 
nine days later. On August 4, 1914, 
they were married in Kansas City 
and subsequently came back to Call- 
fornia, Mrs. Clark putting the boy 
in the South Pasadena school. 

Mr. Kirkwood thereupon brought 
an action for the custody of the 
lad, and backed up his demand by 
reciting the facts of her alleged 
companionship with Clark whil 
the two were the spouses of others. 

Lena Clark, who was Clark's sec- 
ond wife, was in court and testified 
that she discovered her husband and 
Mrs. Kirkwood together in an apart- 
ment-house.
